1) Novelty 

The present invention is considered to have novelty according to PCT Article 33(2). 

2) Inventive Step 

Claims 1 and 5 of the present invention relate to a system and method for downloading 
remote control data using the internet. They are not considered to have an inventive 
step according to PCT Article 33(3). 

Corresponding to an interface unit which transmits and receives remote-controller data 
to and from a server unit via the internet described in the above claims; a temporary 
storage space; and a control unit, 0 discloses a communication interface unit for 
downloading a remote-controller code for being updated from a particular site through 
internet or PC communication, memory, and a micom control unit. 
In addition, Claims 1 and 5 of the present invention relate to a billing settlement 
system, and a remote control code transmitting system wherein selected data is 
transmitted to a remote controller in a wired or wireless manner. However, compared to 
D, it is considered to be a simple design change for a skilled person. Therefore, 
compared to the components of D, the above claims are obvious to a person skilled in 
the art.
